Residents protest location 
of Foothill Boulevard bar 


Residents on both sides of San 
Antonio Avenue, north of Foot- 
hill Boulevard, have formed a 
parent-citizens committee to 
voice their opposition to the 
location of a tavern which they 
consider a potential environ- 
mental hazard. 

The tavern, to be known as 
“The Tender Trap,’’ is located 
at 817 W, Foothill Boulevard, 
diagonally across from Upland 
High School and is expected to 
open shortly. 

The proximity of the tavern 
to the school is the sore spot 
with the committee. Members 
of the committee feel it will 
constitute a menace to high 
school students and also to 
younger children who shop at 
stores in the Alpha Beta shop- 
ping center where the tavern 
is located, 

The chief complaint put forth 
in a letter from the committee 
to the Alcoholic Beverage Con- 
trol board in San Bernardino is 
the increased traffic hazard 
produced by intoxicated driv- 
ers. 

Residents say San Antonio 
Avenue is already a dangerous 
street for students to walk along 
and the increased danger of in- 
toxicated drivers in the area 
is more than should be allowed. 

The problem is no one can 
stop the Tender Trap from 
opening. 

State law requires an estab- 
lishment desiring to serve al- 
coholic beverages to post a 
notice of said intention in it 
window for 30 days. This was 
done beginning Aug. 10. 

No complaints were filed with 
the ABC office in San Bernar- 
dino during this time. Now none 
can be filed nor will they be 
accepted. 

The parents-citizens com- 
mittee complained that no one 
filed a protest within the al- 
lotted period of time simply 
because no one knew what was 
happening. 

Some committee members 
felt the City Council was neg- 
ligent because council members 
claimed no knowledge of the 
tavern, but it must be explained 
that the city has little control 
over who gets a liquor license 
or where it is located if it 
Meets necessary requirements 
and no objections are raised. 

The State grants liquor li- 
censes, not the city. If an area 
is zoned C-4 then any type of 
commercial establishment may 
be built, including a bar. 

The only control the city 
has is through building inspec- 
tions. The Tender Trap has 
passed all city requirements for 
building safety and health fac- 
tors. 

The state will not allow al- 
coholic beverages within 600 
feet of a school. The tavern on 





Foothill Boulevard is approxi- 
mately 1,200 feet from Upland 
High. 

Legally speaking, the Tender 
Trap has met all the require- 
ments necessary to open. 

The Parents-Citizens com- 
mittee hopes it can arouse suf- 
ficient citizenry opposition to 
discourage the owners, listed 
as Central Liquors, Inc., Louis 
Zeiden, president, from open- 
ing at its present location. They 
claim they have the support of 
the Foothill PTA, and several 
members of the City Council, 
as well as most of the other 


businesses located around the 
tavern. 

The main issue, the com- 
mittee said, is the inappropri- 
ate location of the tavern. They 
don’t claim to be against bars 
in Upland, but merely fee] that 


this one is in a bad location 
for the safety of school chil- 
dren. 

A four-person executive 
council has been formed to 
carry on the campaign aginst 
the Tender Trap. On the coun- 


cil are: Mrs. Evelyne M, An-

Unland retail 


sales show 
30% increase 


Taxable sales in the City of 
Upland continued their climb 
during the second quarter of 
1966, registering a 29.7 per 
cent increase over the same 
quarter of 1965 and a 4.1 per- 
cent increase over the first 
quarter of 1966. 

Taxable sales recorded dur- 
ing the April-May-June period 
added up to $6,640,000. That 
was $1,570,000 more than reg- 
istered during the same period 
of 1965 and $269,000 more than 
the previous period. 

The quarter ending June 30 
of this year is the highest in 
the past two years on record 
at the NEWS office. 

Adding the first and second 
quarters together, the total for 
the first six months of this year 
is $13,411,000, which is over 
26 per cent more than the 
$10,631,000 in taxable sales 
logged in the first six months 
of 1965. 

Taxable sales are released 
quarterly in booklet form by 
the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion. 





The Upland Elementary 
School District Board of Trus- 
tees agreed Tuesday night to 
look into the problem of bus 
transportation to Citrus Ele. 
mentary School for children tn 
the Montrose and Spencer resi- 
dential districts after hearing a 
storm of protest from 35-40 pa- 
rents who filled the Board room, 

The parents presented a pe- 
tition to the Trustees asking 
for reinstatement of bus ser- 
vice to their 
the hazards their children must 
face walking to school, 

The petition was signed by ap. 
proximately 64 families. Inclu- 
ded with it was a statement 
from the parents outlining their 
reasons for the need of bus 
service in that area, 

Bus service had been pro. 
vided the previous two years, 
because the Board felt special 
hazards existed along that par- 
ticular route, 

The lack of a posted speed 
along Eighth Street and no stop 
signs at Seventh Street and 
Mountain Avenue were two of the 
major havards. Since that time 
four stop signs have been in. 
stalled at Seventh and Mountain, 
and paths have been cleared 
across open fields to shorten 
the distance to the school, 

On the recommendation of 
the School and Traffic Safety 
Committee the Board voted to 
discontinue bus service for the 
area for the 1966.67 school 
year, 

The residents of the area feel, 
however, that the hazards have 
not been alleviated, Fighth 
Street is still unposted, the four 
way stop ts inadequate for young 
children, and the unpaved paths 
are unhealthy in poor weather, 
they say. 

John Hudson, of 135 Lido Way, 
spokesman for the concerned 
parents told the Board, ‘We 
had a bus service because there 
was a need for it and we feel 
the need has not gone away,’’ 

He added: ‘‘We are displeased 
with the manner in which ser- 
vice was discontinued,’’ Hudson 
explained that no one had a 
chance to even talk about the 
problem, 

School Superintendent Vern 
Orum explained that the de. 
cision of the Board had been 
arrived at after intensive study 

f all the safety problems with- 
in the District. He added that 
with the present full capacity of 
the District's buses, ‘Not even 
one more mile could be 
squeezed out of our fleet of 10 
buses,’’ 

Several parents suggested 
that if another bus was neces. 

ary for the safety of the chil- 
dren then it should be pur- 
chased, 

Orum explained that other 
special areas within the Dis. 
trict also have problems and 
that to make everyone happy it 
would require an additional four 
buses, with a total cost (includ- 


ing bus drivers) ‘‘of not less 
than $80,000."’ 
Hudson said, ‘'We don’t fee} 


it is a matter of being happy. 
This is not something that 
popped up out of the air. We 
have passed petitions and talked 
because we are concerned,”’ 

Orum explained, ‘‘No one at- 
tempts or would consider the 
impossibility of placing a price 
tag on a child’s life. But we must 
consider the problem District. 
wide.’’ 

President of the Board Jay 
Lehman told the parents, ‘‘We

have many problems such as 
yours and we sympathize with 
you and realige your feelings,’’ 

Hudson told the Board that 
the parents were angry because 
nothing has been done except 
talk, He said the area is a ha. 
yard and that the citizens want 
a school bus again, 

He told the Trustees that Up- 
land Mayor James Christensen 
had walked the route with some 
of the mothers and termed it 
‘dangerous ,."’ 

Lehman countered with a 
question, asking tf the City had 
offered to place any crossing 
guards along the route, 

Hudson told him that the pa. 
rents felt the central responsi. 
bility for the safe transporta. 
tion of the children to school 
was in the hands of the School 
District, even though it ts not 
legally the District's responsi. 
bility, 

Hudson concluded by saying, 
‘We are interested in your re- 
examination of the bus setup, 
but we hope we're not going to 
spend the whole year listening 
to each other," 

The Board agreed to set up 
another committee to look into 
the bus problem and tnelude 
representatives of the con. 
cerned parents to see if there 
would be any possible way of 
settling the issue. 

The parents’ statement 
follows: 

‘We ladies and gentlemen 
from the Spencer to Montrose 
residential district are here to. 
night to present to you a pet. 
tion, signed by approximately 
64 familles, requesting the re- 
instatement of the bus service 
connecting our area to the Cl- 
trus Elementary school, 

‘After learning, only a few 
days before school began, that 
the service was to be termi- 
nated we took it upon ourselves 
to draft and circulate the pe- 
tition. Last evening approxl< 
mately 30 families met and dis. 
cussed the problem at hand, It 
was there decided that we should 
present our position, inperson, 

“Our request ts a result of 
due deliberation based primari. 
ly on what we consider an in- 
herently dangerous situation 
presented to our children, Con- 
sideration and analysis of your 
alternative to the bus service 
points out obvious hazards: 

a. The distance ts 
for young children 

b. Because of the distance 
the always present danger of 
children being ‘picked up’? ts 
increased, 

c¢, The pathways, contrary to 
local press releases, are un- 


too far 


paved, 


The condition of these path- 
ways is itself unsafe and is 
complicated by foul weather 
conditions (*walk in mud or in 
street.’’) Young children can 
hardly be trusted walking 
through open flelds. No parent 
has been or is willing topermit 
their children to play in these 
flelds, 

d. Eighth street presents a 
precarious situation especially 
to the small children, 

There are no speed controls, 
and because of the grove to the 
east there is insufficient visi- 
bility both to the pedestrian and 
the westbound motorist, West- 
bound traffic can See the inter- 
section of Eighth and Spencer no 
closer than 173 feet. According 
to the Callfornia Highway Pa- 
trol, 4 vehicle going 65 miles

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The Cucamonga area grape 
harvest was temporarilly 
stopped the first of the week, 
adding more woes to grape 
growers already plagued by la- 
bor shortages, increased costs 
and low grape prices. 

According to San Gabriel Val- 
ley Labor Association president 


Tip Browne, the harvest is 
just a little more than half 
picked and will not be com- 
pleted for probably another 
month. 


Normally harvesting is over 
by the middle of October. 

“It’s very discouraging,” 
Browne said. ‘‘There is not 
enough competent labor to do 
the job.” 

About half the usual number 
of pickers are in the field this 
season. A labor force of 1200- 
1400 workers could have com- 
pleted the job as in former 
years, but only 600 or 700 have 
been working. 

*"In our own operation (Re- 
gina Grape Products), we had 
over 100 laborers assigned to
